Maine Revised Statutes 1964. Title 26, §§ 42, 43, 46: "The Bureau shall collect, assort and 
arrange statistical details relating to .... industrial pursuits in the State. He (the Director) may 
.... cause to be printed and distributed bulletins .... that shall be of public interest and benefit 
to the State." 

COVERAGE 

The annual survey covers all Maine manufacturing establishments. For the 1993 Genus, 
reports were received from 2,240 establishments. Of these, 237 either did not operate or went 
out of business during 1993. Final tabulations, according to major breakdown, will appear as 
usual in the next Census. Those tabulations will include any late reports which are not 
included In this Census. 

The data contained in the Census of Maine Manufactures 1993 represent a comprehen- 
sive and valid statistical analysis of the Maine manufacturing economy. 
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Maine Prodtaction Value 

Maine's gross value of manufacturing product increased 4.7% to $11,656.4 million in 
1993. continuing to recover after its downward turn from 1988 to 1991. Adjusting for inflation 
(using the Producer Price Index as a deflator), the constant dollar value of Maine manufactured 
product rose 3.3% in 1993. (See Appendix F.)

The gross value of manufacturing product for durable goods rose $272.0 million (6.6%) 
over 1992. Notable increases occurred in the Lumber & Wood Products group which gained 
$115.8 million (11.3%) and in the Electronic Equipment group which increased $76.6 million 
(11.8%). Of the nine industry groups making up durable goods, only two recorded a decrease 
in 1993. The Stone. Clay & Glass group dipped 11.9% or $13.4 million. The Machinery group 
decreased 2.1% or $8.5 million. 
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Nondurable Goods 



The gross value of product for nondurable goods increased 3.6% In 1993, up S254.1 
million from 1992. The Rubber & Plastics group increased 22.9% or $81.7 miilion in 1993. 
The Leather group was up 6.2% or $58.4 million more than 1992. The Food group recorded an 
increase of 6.3% or $54.6 million In 1993. Of the ten industry groups making up nondurable 
goods, only two recorded a decrease In 1993. The Paper group fell 0.9% or $32.5 million and 
the Miscellaneous group produced just $42,359 less than 1992.

The Paper Industry continued to dominate the State's manufacturing economy with a 

total product value of $3,514.2 million In 1993, down 0.9% from 1992. The Transportation 

Equipment group followed with a total product value of $1,514.0 million, a 3.5% increase over 

1992. The Lumber & Wood Products group was third in 1993 with a $1,141.7 million value of 

product which was 1 1.3% higher than 1992. 

As in 1992. only four industries recorded a decrease in product value in 1993: 1) 

Stone. Clay & Glass group (-11.9% j: 2) Machinery, including Computers group: (-2.1%),; Paper 

(-0.9%) and 4) Miscellaneous (-0.1%).

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Maniafacturing Employment 



Employment In Maine manufacturing decreased for the fifth consecutive year in 1993. 
dipping 2.6% to 88,583 workers. Employment in industries producing durable goods 
decreased 4.3% to 39.079 employees. Employment in industries producing nondurable goods 
dipped 1.2% to 49.504 workers in 1993. The Industries that experienced the largest drop in 
employment (in terras of workers) were the Transportation Equipment group with a loss of 
1.742 employees (-12.6%) followed by the Leather group with a loss of 476 employees (-4.9%). 

The largest increases in manufacturing industries employment during 1993 were in the 
Rubber & Plastics group which gained 209 employees (7.5%), the Precision Instruments group 
which gained 167 employees (23.6%) and the Electronic Equipment group which gained 147 
employees (2.2%).

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The percentage breakdown of employment by gender changed very little In 1993. Males 
made up 70.3% (62,309 employees) of Maine's manufacturing work force and females made up 
29.7% (26,274 employees). Employment of females decreased In 1993 by 3.3% (892) while 

employment of males decreased 2.3% (1.490). 

As illustrated In Figure 5. the most notable difference In manufacturing employment 
between 1983 and 1993 was the decline of employment In the Leather industry. This Industry 
employed the largest number of workers In manufacturing (20,623) In 1983. However, their 
share of employment has fallen from 18.9% in 1983 to 10.5% (9,315 employees) In 1993. 

Uniom Coverag e 

The number of unionized manufacturing workers to Maine fell for the flfth straight year 
to 23,168 members In 1993. a drop of 5.5% from 1992. Union membership within the Lumber 
& Wood Products industry dropped by 455 workers (-26.7%). The Paper group experienced a 

decrease of 246 union members (-2.3%) and union membership in the Trans|X)rtation 

Equipment group was down by 206 members (-3.0%). 

The percentage of unionized manufacturing workers decltoed slightly In 1993 to 26.2% 

of the overall manufacturing employment from 27% In 1992. Of all unionized manufacturtog 

workers in the state, 44.8% were in the Paper industry. This Industry also had the highest 

reported proportion of unionization with 66.9% of all paper workers covered. The 

Transportation Equipment and Lumber & Wood Products groups followed with a 29.0% (6,708 

employees) share and a 5.4% (1.246 employees) share respectively, of all unionized 

manufacturing workers.

Gross wages in Maine manufacturing increased 1.6% from $2,404.2 million in 1992 to 
$2,443.8 mlilion in 1993. The Paper industry accounted for 25.8% of all manufacturing wages 
in the state, paying out $630.1 million in gross wages. This was the highest of any 
manufacturing industry in 1993. The Transportation Equipment group and Lumber & Wood 
Products group followed with $404.1 million and $215.9 million paid, respectively.

Of the six industries that experienced a decrease in gross wages in 1993, the 
Transportation Equipment group recorded the most significant drop, falling $9.7 million (2.3%). 

Large increases in gross wages in 1993 occurred in the Lumber & Wood Products 
industry which increased $9.7 million (4.7%) and in the Rubber & Plastics industry which 
increased $9.2 million (13.4%).

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The average yearly wage for Maine manufacturing workers increased by $1,157 (4.4%) 
to $27,587 in 1993. By comparison, the annual average Consumer Price Index rose 3.9 points 
(2.8%) between 1992 and 1993. (See Appendix F.) As a result. Maine manufacturing workers 
had a 1.5% increase in buying power.

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Employees in this industry on average were paid $40,667. which was 47.4% higher than the 



manufacturing average for 1993. Apparel 

manufacturers in 1993, $16,321, which was 59.2% of the overall average. 
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The largest percentage increases In average wages for 1993 occurred in the Transportation 
Equipment. Miscellaneous and Lumber & Wood Products groups which rose 11.7% ($3,505), 6.4% 
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Capital Expenditures 

Compared to 1992, capital expenditures in manufacturing were down 13.6% ($62.4 

million) overall in 1993 to $396.2 million. 

Despite this overall decrease, capital expenditures for durable goods increased a 

significant 40.6% in 1993 to $166.9 million. 

Increases in capital expenditures were seen in most of the durable goods industries. 
The Electronic Equipment group and the Precision Instruments group experienced the highest 
percentage increases, 83.0% ($24.1 million) and 61.3% ($0.5 million), respectively. Industries 
with the largest total expenditures for capital within durable goods in 1993 were the Electronic 
Equipment group, $53.1 million, and the Lumber & Wood Products group, $42.2 million. The 
only reductions in spending, within durable goods, were recorded in the Stone, Clay & Glass 
group and the Furniture group wlch decreased $0.8 million (-21.0%) and $0.4 million (-18.5%) 
respectively. 

Capital expenditures for nondurable goods decreased 32,9% to $229.3 million in 1993. 

The Rubber & Plastics group recorded the largest dollar increase of $3.2 million (20.8%). Other 

increases in spending were in the Textiles. Apparel, and Miscellaneous groups with Increases of 

$1.6 million (11.6%), $1.5 million (75.3%) and $0.2 million (23.4%). respectively. 

There were six industry groups with decreases in spending for capital expenditures in 

the nondurable goods category. The most notable were in the Paper group, $99.9 million 

(-42.5%). the Food group. $8.4 million (-27.9%) and the Leather group. $4.4 million (-23.6%).

imports used in the manufacturing process in 1993 increased 4.6% ($23.3 million) over 
1992. The largest increases occurred in the Leather and the Electronic Equipment groups 
where spending was up $21.3 million (39.0%) and $19.1 million (418.3%). respectively. 

The largest decreases in Import spending were in the Paper group, $22.5 million 
(-7.3%). the Chemicals group, $7.2 million (-26.6%), and the Food group. $4.0 million 
(-17.4%).

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Manufactured goods exported to countries outside the U.S. In 1993 increased by $72.4 

ramion (9.2%). Durable goods exports were up $81.7 million over 1992. This 30.5% increase 

was. m large part, due to the $54.9 million (73.6%) increase In the Electronic Equipment 

group. The Fabricated Metals group followed, e^qperiencing a $23.9 million (89.3%) increase in 

its exports. The Machinery group exports were down $5.1 million (-10.2%). one of only three 

groups in durable goods that experienced a decrease. Other decreases were recorded In the 

Transportation Equipment group which was down $4.5 million (-21.9%) and the Precision 

Instruments group, down $0.8 million (-27.1%). 

Exports of nondurable goods decreased $16.4 million (-3.1%) In 1993. The largest 

decrease was In the Food group which decreased its exports by $15.0 million (-28.0%). The 

Chemicals group followed with a decrease of $11.9 million (21.5%). The Leather group 

increased its exports by $11.9 million (8.6%) in 1993.

York, Cumberland, and Penobscot counties each recorded over one billion dollars in 
maniafactured product In 1993. Compared to 1992, York County Increased Its production 
value by $27.9 million (1.6%), Cumberland County recorded an Increase of $13.0 million 
{0.8%). Penobscot County experienced an Increase of $18.8 million (1.4%). 

The 1-95 Corridor. Androscoggin. Cumberland, Kennebec, Penobscot, Sagadahoc and 

York counties, continued to be the top producer area with $7.3 billion of manufactured 
product. This Is a $394.9 million (5.7%) increase in value of product. (See Table 4.) 

The Western group of counties was the second leading area with a value of product of 
$2.4 billion value of product which Is an $80.4 million (3.5%) Increase over 1992. The 
Northern and Midcoast areas experienced increases of $51.5 million (7.1%) and $21.2 (million 
(5.7%). respectively In 1993. The Eastern area was the only group to show a decrease In value 
of product. $26.0 million (-3.1%).

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APPENDIX A 



Technical Notes and Definitions 

AVERAGE GROSS WAGES Is the figure obtained by dividing GROSS WAGES by the TOTAL 
EMPLOYMENT. 

CIVIL DIVISIONS are geographical units of government. Major civil divisions are counties; minor civil 
divisions are cities, towns, plantations, and townships. 

ECONOMIC AREAS are defined Sn Appendix C. 

EMPLOYMENT is the number of employees reported In each month, as of the payroll period Including the 
12th of the month, averaged at the establishment level over the fuU twelve months. 

ESTABLISHMENT Is definsd as a single physical location where Mdustrlal operatSojis are performed; it is, 
therefore, a place of business rather than a legal entity or company which may have imlts in many 
locations. Where appropriate (e.g., logging operations) combined reports have been assigned to no 
specific civil division, merely to the county in which said principal location is found. A small number of 
multi-county operations report on a statewide basis. 

EXPENDITURES FOR PLANT MODERNIZATION AND EQUIPMENT (or Capital Expenditures) is the 
actual amount spent during the survey year and planned for the two succeeding years for three 
categories: New Structures and/or Additions or Alterations to Existing Structures, Purchase of Existing 
Structures, and Purchase of New or Used Machinery or Equipment. Land costs are excluded. 

FOREIGN TRADE - EXPORTS is the sales value of goods manufactured at an establishment that are 
shipped to foreign countries either directly or yla out-of-state agents. IMPORTS is the cost of materials 
imported from foreign countries for use In the manufacturing process at an estabilshmmt. 

GROSS WAGES shows total earnings during the calendar year of all employees before deductions, as 
reported to the Maine Bureau of Employment Security for Unemployment hisurance taxes. Before 1976, 
executives were excluded and wages were reported directly to the Bureau of Labor Standards. Because 
various &1nge benefits such as payroll taxes, insurance, etc. paid by employers, are excluded, this data 
does not represent total labor costs on the part of the employer. 

SPECIAL STUDIES fi-om Census data are available upon written request to Alan C. Hinsey, Director, 
Bureau of Labor Standards, #45 State House Station, Augusta, Maine 04333-0045. The Bureau reserves 
the right to delcine any request or to charge for costs incurred. 

STANDARD INDUSTRIAL CLASSIFICATION (SIC) The Standard Industrial ClassificaUon system as 
compiled by the Executive Office of the President. Office of Management and Budget, is used to determine 
the Industry title applicable to each establishment. Descriptions of major industry groups may be fotmd 
In Appendix B. Each establishment has been classified according to its princip al activity. 

VALUE OF PRODUCT is the net selling price of all goods manufactured or processed (including 
inventories) during the calendar year. If industrial operations were on a contractual basis, the total of 
amounts received for contract work or services performed has been included. 

WORKERS UNDER UNION CONTRACT Is the number of workers organized under a union contract 
and/or a collective bargaining agreement. It represents the number from one representative payroll 
period; the comparaUve figure for NUMBER OF WORKERS is an average for the year. 
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Sliown below Is a copy of the 1993 Census of Maine Manufactures form mailed to Maine's 
manufacturing establishments in March. 1994.

THE DIVISION AS A WHOLE 

The manufactiiilng division includes establishments engaged Sn the mechanical or chemical 
transformatSon of materials or substances Into new products. These establishments are usually 
described as plants, factories, or mills and characteristically use power driven machines and materials 
handling equipment. Establishments engaged in assembling component parts of manufactured 
products are also considered manufacturing If the new product is neither a structure nor other fixed 
Improvement. Also Included is the blending of materials, such as lubricating oils, plastics, resins, or 
liquors. 

The materials processed by manufacturing establishments include products of agriculture, forestry, 
fishing, mining, and quarrying as well as products of other manufacturing establishments. The new 
product of a manufacturing establishment may be "finished" In the sense that It may be "semi-finished" 
to become a raw material for an establishment engaged In further manufacturing . For example, the 
product of the copper smelter Is the raw material used in electrolytic refineries; refined copper Is the raw 
material used by certain electrical equipment manufacturers. 

The materials used by manufacturing establishments may foe purchased directly from producers, 
obtained through customary trade channels, or secured without recourse to the market by transferring 
the product from one establishment to another which Is under the same ownership. Manufacturing 
production is usually carried on for the wholesale market, for Interplant transfer, or to order for Industrial 
users, rather than for direct sale to the domestic consumer. 

20 FOOD AND KINDRED PRODUCTS: This major group includes establishments manufacturing or 

processing food and beverages for human consumption and certain related products, such as 
manufactured ice, chewing gum, vegetable and animal fats and oils, and prepared feeds for animals and 
fowls. 

22 TEXTILE MILL PRODUCTS: This major group includes establishments engaged In performing any of 
the following operations: (1) preparation of fiber and subsequent manufacturing of yam, thread, braids, 
twine, and cordage; (23 manufacturing broad woven fabric, narrow woven fabric, knit fabric, and carpets 
and rugs from yam; (3) dyeing and finishing fiber, yam, fabric, and knit apparel; (4) coating, 
waterproofing, or otherwise treated fabric; (5) the integrated manufacture of knit apparel and other 
finished articles from yam; and (6) the manufacture of felt goods, lace goods, nonwoven fabrics, and 
miscellaneous textiles. 

This classification makes no distinction between the two types of organizations which operate In the 

textile industiy: 

(1) the "integrated" mill which purchases materials, produces textiles, and related articles within the 
establishment, and sells the finished products; and (2) the "contract" or "commission" mill which 
processes materials owned by others. Converters or other manufacturing industries: establishments 
which assign materials to contract mills for processing {other than knitting) are classified in 
nonmanufacturlng Industries; establishments whldi assign yams to outside contractors or commission 
knitters for the production of knit products are also classified In this Group. 

APPAREL AND 0TSIER FINISHED PRODUCTS MADE FROM FABRICS AND SIMILAR MATERIALS: 
This major group, known as the cutting-up and needle trades, includes establishments producing 
clothing and fabricating products by cutting and sewing purchased woven or knit textile fabrics and 
related materials, such as leather, rubberized fabrics, plastics, and furs. 

Included in the apparel industries are three types of establishments: (1) the "regular" or insider factories, 

(2) contract factories, and (3) apparel Jobbers. The regular factories perform all of the usual manufac- 
turing functions within their own plant; the contract factories manufacturing apparel from materials 
owned by others; and apparel Jobbers perform the entrepreneurial functions of a manufacturing 
company, such as buying raw materials, designing and preparing samples, arranging for the 
manufacture of the garments from their materials and selling of the finished apparel. 

Custom tailors and dressmakers not operating on a factory basis are classified in Retail Trade; 
estabhshments which purchase and resell finished garments but do not perform the functions of the 
apparel Jobbers are classified in Wholesale Trade. 
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24 LUMBER AND WOOD PRODUCTS, EXCEPT FURNITURE: This major group Includes logging camps 
engaged In cutting timber and pulpwood; merchant sawmills, lath mills, shingle mills, cooperage stock 
mills, planing mills, and plywood mills and veneer mills engaged in producing lumber and wood basic 
materials: and establishments engaged In manufacturing finished articles made entirely or mainly of 
wood or wood substitutes. Certain types of establishments producing wood products are classified 
elsewhere. For example, furniture and office and store fixtures are classified In Major Group 25; musical 
instruments, toys, and playground equipment, and caskets In Major Group 39. Woodworking in 
connection with construction, in the nature of reconditioning and repair, or performed to individual order. 
Is classified In nomnanufacturing industries. 

25 FURNITURE AND FIXTURES: This major group Includes estabhshments engaged in manufacturing 
household, office, pubfic building, and restaurant furniture; and office and store fixtures. Estabhshments 
primarily engaged in the production of mlllwork and wood kitchen cabinets are classified In Major Group 
24; cut stone and concrete furniture In Major Group 32; laboratory and hospital furniture In Major Group 
38; beauty and barber shop furniture In Major Group 39; and woodworking to Individual order or in the 
nature of reconditioning and repair In nomnanufacturing industries. 

26 PAPER AND ALLIED PRODUCTS: This major group Includes the manufacture of pulps from wood 
and other cellulose fibers and from rags; the manufacture of paper and paperboard; and the 

maaufaeture of paper and paperboard into converted products, such as paper coated off the pa^r 
machine, paper bags, paper boxes, and envelopes. Certain types of converted paper products are 
classified elsewhere, such as abrasive paper in Major Group 32; carbon paper in Major Group 39; and 
photosensit^d and blueprint paper In Major Group 38. 

37 PRINTING, PUBLISHING, AND ALLIED PRODUCTS: This major group Includes establishments 
engaged In printing by one or more of the common processes, such as letter press, lithography, graviire, 
or screen; and those establishments which perform services for the printing trade, such as bookbinding, 
typesetting, engraving, photoengraving, and electrotyping. This major group also includes 
estabhshments engaged In pubhshing newspapers, books, and periodicals, regardless of whether or not 
they do their own printing. News syndicates are classified in Service Industries, and textile printing and 
finishing to Major Group 22. 

28 CHEMICALS M8D ALLIED PRODUCTS: This major group tocludes establishments producing basic 
chemicals and establishments manufacturing products by predominantly chemical processes. 
EstabUshments classified in this major group manufacture three general classes of products: (S) basic 
chemlc£Qs, such as acids, alkalies, salts, and organic chemicals; (2) chemical products to be used in 
further manufacture, such as synthetic fibers, plastics materials, diy colors, and pigments; (3) finished 
chemical products to be used for ultimate consumption, such as drugs, cosmetics, and soaps; or to be 
used as materials or supplies to other todustrles, such as patots, fertilizers, and explosives. The mining 
of natiu-al rock salt Is classified to mining todustrles. Estabhshments primarily engaged to 
manufacturtog nonferrous metals and high percentage ferrous alloys are classified to Major Group 33; 
silicon carbide to Major Group 32; baking powder, other leavening compounds, and starches to Major 
Group 20; and artists' colors to Major Group 39. Establishments primarily engaged to packagtog, 
repackagtog, and bottltog of purchased chemical products, but not engaged to manufacturing chemicals 
and allied products, are classified to trade todustrles. 

29 PETROLEUM REFINING AND RELATED INDUSTRIES: This major group tocludes establishments 
primarily engaged to petroleum refining, manufacttuing pavto^ and roofing materials, and compounding 
lubrlcattog oils and greases from purchased materials. Establishments manufacturtog and distrlbuttog 
gas to consumers are classified to public utlhties todustrles, and those primarily engaged to productog 
coke and by-products to Major Group 33. 

30 RUBBER AND MISCELLANEOUS PLASTICS PRODUCTS: This major group tocludes establishments 
manufacturtog from natural, synthetic, or reclaimed rubber, gutta-percha, balata, or gutta slak, rubber 
products such as tires, rubber footwear, mechanical rubber goods, heels and soles, flooring, and rubber 
stmdries. This group also tocludes establishments primarily manufacturing tires, but establishments 
primarily recapping and retreadtog automobile tires are classified to Services. This group also tocludes 
establishments engaged to molding primary plastics for the trade, and manufacturing miscellaneous 
finished plastics products. The manufacture of elastic webbtog is classified to Major Group 22; products 
made of elastic webbing and garments made from the rubberized fabrics to Major Group 23; and 
synthetic rubber in Major Group 28. 

31 LEATHER AND LEATHER PRODUCTS: This major group tocludes estabUshments engaged to 
tanning, currytog, and finishing hides and sktos, and establishments manufacturing finished leather and 
artificial leather products and some similar products made of other materials. Leather converters are also 
tocluded. 
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32 STOKE, CLAY, ©LASS AND CONCl^TE PRODUCTS: This major group Includes estabhshments 
engaged In manufacturing flat glass and other glass products, cement, structural clay products, pottery, 
concrete and gypsum products, cut stone, abrasive and asbestos products, etc.. from materials taken 
principally from the earth in the form of stone, clay, and sand. When separate reports are available for 
mines and quarries operated by manufacturing establishments classified In this major group, the mining 
quarrying activities other than those of Minerals, ground or treated, are classified herein with the 
manufacturing operations. 

If separate reports are not available for crushing, grinding, and other preparation activities of Minerals, 
ground or treated, these establishments are classified in Mining. 

33 PRIMARY METAL INDUSTRIES: This major group includes establishments engaged in the smelting 
and refining of ferrous and nonferrous metals from ore. pig. or scrap; in the rolling, drawing, and alloying 
of ferrous and nonferrous metals; In the manufacture of castings and other basic products of ferrous and 
nonferrous metals; and In the manufacture of nails, spikes, and insulated wire and cable. This major 
group also includes the production of coke. Establishments primarily engaged in manufacturing metal 
forglngs or stampings are classified In Major Group 34. 

M FABRICATED METAL PRODUCTS. EXCEPT MACHINERY AND TRANSPORTATION EQUIPMENT; 
This major group includes establishments engaged in fabricating ferrous and nonferrous metal products 
such as metal cans, tinware, hand tools, cutlery, general hardware, and nonelectric heating apparatus, 
fabricated structural metal products, metal forglngs. metal stampings, ordnance (except vehicles and 
guided missiles), and a variety of metal and wire products not elsewhere classified. Certain important 
segments of the metal fabricating industries are classified in other major groups, such as machinery in 
Major Groups 35 and 36; transportation equipment, including tanks, in Major Group 37; professional 
scientific and controlling Instruments, watches and clocks in Major Group 38; and Jewelry and silver- 
ware in Major Group 39. Establishments primarily engaged in producing ferrous and nonferrous metals 
and their alloys are classified in Major Group 33. 

^ INDUSTRIAL AND COMMERCIAL MACHINERY AND COMPUTER EQUIPMENT: This major group 
Includes establishments engaged in manufacturing industrial and commercial machinery and equipment 
and computers. Included are the manufacture of engines and turbines; farm and garden machinery; 
construction, mining, and oil field machinery; elevators; metalworklng machinery; special industry 
machinery; computer and peripheral equipment and office machinery; and refrigeration and service 
industry machinery. Machines powered by built-in or detachable motors ordinarily are Included In this 
major group, with the exception of electrical household appliances. 

ELECTRONIC AND OTHER ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT AND COMPONENTS. EXCEPT COMPUTER 
EQUIPMENT: This major group Includes establishments engaged In manufacturing machinery, 
apparatus, and supplies for the generation, storage, transmission, transformation, and utilization of 
electrical energy. The manufacture of household appliances is included in this group, but industrial 
machinery and equipment powered by bullt-lnr or detachable electric motors is classified to Major Group 
35. Establishments primarily engaged in manufacturing instnmients for indicating, measuring, and 
recording electrical quantities are classified in Major Group 38. 

32 TRANSPORTATION EQUIPMENT: This major group tocludes establishments engaged in 
manufacturing equipment for transportation of passengers and cargo by land, air and water. Important 
products produced by establishments classified in this major group include motor vehicles, aircraft, 
guided missiles and space vehicles, ships, boats, railroad equipment, and miscellaneous transportation 
equipment such as motorcycles, bicycles, and snowmobiles. Establishments primarily engaged in 
manufacturing mobile homes are classified in Major Group 24. 

3§ MEASURING. ANALYZMQ, AND CONTROLLING INSTEUMENTS. FHOTOOEAFHIC. MEDICAL, AND 
OPTICAL GOODS; WATCHES AND CLOCKS: This major group Includes establishments engaged in 
Manufacturing Instruments (including professional and scientific} for measuring, testing, analyzing, and 
controlling, and their associated sensors and accessories; optical Instruments and lenses; surveying and 
drafting instruments; surgical, medical, and dental instruments, equipment, and supplies; ophthalmic 
goods; photographic equipment and supplies; and watches and clocks. 

39 MISCELLANEOUS MANUFACTURINO INDUSTRIES: This major group includes establishments 
primarily engaged In manufacturing products not classified In any other manufacturing major group. 
Industries in this group fall into the following categories: Jewelry, silverware and plated ware; musical 
Instruments; toys, sporting and athletic goods; pens, pencils, and other office and artists' materials, 
buttons, costume novelties, miscellaneous notions; brooms and ■ brushes; caskets; and other 
miscellaneous manufacturing Industries. 

NOTE: More detailed definitions may be obtained directly from the Standard Industrial Classification 
Manual, 1987 Revision. 
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This publlcaUon has contained a tabulation enOtled "Economic Areas" since 1954. This series 
consists of thirty-one areas which were delineated on the basis of population and manufacturing 
emolovment cross-secUonal evaluaUon. Only those towns with manufacturing businesses are listed 
below A complete listing of the Maine Labor Market Areas can be found in the 1993 Mame Employment 
Statistical Handbook .

The Vfidue of Product data io asyusted by the 
Producer Price Index, (formerly the Wholesale Price Index) using a base y^r of 1982 s 100 unless 
noted. Wage data is adjusted by the Consumer Price Index for Urban Wage Earners and Clerical Workers 
and the base year Is 1982-84 = 100. The adjustments made are based on the annual average for the 
respective Index. 

The Consimier Price Index is a monthly statistical measure of the average change In prices In a fixed 
market basket of goods and services. 

The CPI Is based on prices of food, clothing, shelter, fuel, drugs, transportation fares, doctors' and 
dentists' fees, and other goods and services that people buy for day-to-day living. The quantity and 
quality of these items Is kept essentially unchanged between major revisions so that only price changes 
will be measured. Prices are collected from over 18,000 tenants, 24,000 retail estabhshments. and 

16,000 housing units for property taxes to 85 urban areas across the country. Ail taxes dlrecHy 
associated with the purchase and use of Items are included in the index. 

Hiough the CPI Is often called the "Cost-of-Llvlng Index". It measures only price change, which Is 
just one of several Important factors affecting living costs.

Producer Price Indexes measure average changes In prices received in primary markets of the United 
States by producers of commodities in all stages of processing. The sample used for calculating these 
Indexes contains about 2,800 commodities prtxluced In the manufacturing, agriculture, forestiy, fishing, 
mining, gas and electricity, and public utihties sectors. The universe Includes all commodities produced 
or imported for sale in commercial transactions in primary markets in the United States. 

To the extent possible, prices used in calculating Producer Price Indexes apply to the first significant 
commercial transaction in the United States, from the production or central marketing point. Price data 
are generally collected monthty, primarily by mail questionnaire. Most prices are obtained directly from 
producing companies on a voluntary and confidential basis. Prices generally are reported for the Tuesday 
of the week containing the 13th day of the month.
